"Bouse of the Sun** on the Island of 
Ilanl, and th* largest dornatt volcanic 
enter in th* world, would be more 
accessible to residents and tourists 
under the terms of a hill now being 
considered by tb* territorial legists- 
tare.

At present the crest Is reached after 
a 25-mile automobile rWe from Walla- 
ku to Ollnda, where th* read ends.
